The  Health  of  the  Inhabitants  has  been  remarkably 
good  during  the  year  and  so  far  as  recreations  arc  concerned, 
full  advantage  was  taken  of  all  the  facilities  controlled  by 
the  Local  Authority  and  the  various  Sunday  Schools,  etc*

PREVALENCE  OF,  aND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES ,  ETC 


1944  was  more  or  less  a  normal  year  apart  from  an 
outbreak  of  Chicken  Pox  and  an  unexpected  increase  m  ^ 
of  Diphtheria  cases  notified,  on  previous  years. 

10  Gases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported.  The  type  was 
severe  and  3  deaths  were  recorded, 

in  spite  of  all  the  publicity  concerning  the  dangers 

of  Diphtheria  and  the  almosfc  100$  protection  ^ont^still 
immunisation  it  is  hard  to  believe  that  some  Parents  atill 

refuso  to  take  advantage  of  the  Clinics  cv^n  m 
they  have  lost  a  child  from  the  disease. 


During  1944  70  children  were  immunised  at  the  Clinic  - 
4$  children  under  5  and  24  children  "between  5  -  15  Ycars  of  ago, 

43  Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported,  the  type  was 
mild,  no  deaths  being  reported, 

155  Cases  of  Chicken  Pox  were  reported  during  the  year.
